I have the silver Newby forgery/; my own condemnation of it (as,-written to Ford) is on the 


basis of style, false edge reeding, and workmanship. The arrangement of beasts on the rev. 
of all genuine Newby lathings is the same, and unlike the arrangement found on this silver 
Piece; the forger did not know what he was copying, and so we have the top bird flying the 
wrong way, the bird behind the pegasos represented only by a meaningless line, the lowest 
mammal fa cing t he wr mg w ay, et c. S ome genuine N ew bies have lette rs engra ved in, or 
at least some letters engraved, th ough the vast maj ority (as you know) have them made f rom 
punches. But the very sharp contrast between thick and thin elements on this silver piece i s 
found on no genuine Newby. The obv. crown should nave three fleurs-do-us on the circlet, 
a detail authentically copied from the crown of Charles I which was the prototype of the crowns 
on th e genuine N ew bies ( via the Cha rles I rose iarthi ng tokens of Ireland); the forgery doe s 
not have them, but represents them by spread-out groups of kjewels. And, as you point out, 
the interior of the caul should be plain. I surmise that the three jew els shown on the forgery 
are misplaced from the three diamonds which should appear on the circlet (oelow and betw een 
the fl eurs- de-Jis). 

When I was working on the Boyd coll'’ n of New bias, I was not far enough along to have photo¬ 
graphs made, and Boyd v s death preve nted further investigation. I will res ume this work s m e 
time after I have my doctorate. 

Use any or all the above data for your ow i writeup, crediting me wherever Sr however 
ap propriate. The weight of this silver specimen is 110 1/4 grains, which is within known limits 
for genuine ones and thus inconclusive. (It v s the same one of wuich you sent photographs) 

As for your other letter: My needle on the Virginia coinage was not untimely when I wrote that 
article. Hewitt had it in his hands for nearly a year. Your Museum Notes rep^rht arrived many 
months afterwards. I am glad to know that the 1/24 Beal matter is being rewritten. (Inciden¬ 
tally, in the ANA 1961 auction, the one at which His Insufferable Eminence James "Trends ” 
Kelly refused to let m e bid, there was a f ine Horizontal 4 variety, described only as a 1/24 
Real. His 1 oss in not getting more than $7 or so for the coin; my loss i n not getting the coin. 
But his loss more, as Tve spread the story around, a nd it did opt redound to JIO s credit.) I 
have since then, seen a second ET HB specimen, but no ot hers| of eit her variety. Possibly 
Pi cker can tell you m ore. I am inclined to think, now, that over 80% of th e 1/24 R eal coins 
in collectors' 1 hands are restrikes. § Jo ill has long since sent my very incomplete ms. of 
the C rosby notes to Meriden Gravure, aud w e v ve heard nothing for about a year. The latest 
plan was to reprint Cr osby in enti rety, replacing his errors with my corrections & additions 
in a different typeface, and redoing the plates in entirety. T 11 wcl come your corrections, thougl 
I probably have many of them in my notes already. The recent of British coins & coinage 

methods has forced quite a lot of rethinking on my part.

general (non-numismatic) bookshops. 
I don’t mean the kind of books pur¬ 
porting to tell you how much your 
rolls are going to be “worth” (what¬ 
ever that means) in 1970, assuming 
that this country and its present 
economic structure and the roll spec¬ 
ulators will still be around then. I 
mean books written by specialists, 
distilling decades of experience, and 
giving information of other kinds 
than price alone. The following list 
is a good beginning. I regret that 
I have no copies of any of these 
books for sale, and that some of 
them are not easily found; but all 
will be worth searching for. Which 
ones you should go after first de¬ 
pends entirely on what series you 
at; giving most attention to. 

Colonials in general: Crosby’s 
“Early Coins of America” is the 
absolute classic. The original (1875) 
is very expensive; the Green reprint 
is now rather hard to find but a few 
coin shops may have copies. A revi¬ 
sion with extensive additions by this 
writer is now practically complete 
and will be announced when ready. 

Wayte Raymond’s “Standard Cat¬ 
alogue of U.S. Coins,” 18th edition. 
Now out of print but occasionally 
available. The 19th edition has been 
in preparation for four years but 
nobody knows when it will come on 
the market; in the meantime, the 
18th is still worthwhile for every¬ 
thing except prices. 

New Netherlands Coin Co. auction 
catalogues Nos. 48, 51, 53, 54 and 
56, and the 1952 ANA convention 
sale. All these have extensive offer¬ 
ings of colonials with descriptive, 
historical and other notes that are 
of much more help to the collector 
of this series than a mere listing 
would be. 

“Colonial Newsletter” (A. D. Hoch, 
Box 114, Wayland, Mass.), all issues. 
Mainly specialist notes, new discov-

eries and the like, but the group of 
issues add up to a considerable 
addition to the field in general. 

Massachusetts Silver: The three 
monographs by Sidney P. Noe, “The 
NE and Willow Tree Coinages of 
Mass.,” “The Oak Tree Coinage of 
Mass.,” and “The Pine Tree Coinage 
of Mass.,” together with Eric New¬ 
man’s “Secret of the Good Samari¬ 
tan Shilling,” and my own checklist 
in “Metropolitan Numismatic Jour¬ 
nal” #1 and “Numismatic Journal” 
Nos. 2 and 3, pretty well wrap up 
this series. The Noe and Newman 
monographs (which also illustrate 
most of the known forgeres) are 
obtainable from ANS, 155th and 
Broadway, NYC 32; my checklist in' 
the Journals can be had from Lynn 
Glaser, 3012 Joshua Road, Lafayette 
Hill, Pennsylvania. 

Early Canada-Louisiana: The W. 
W. C. Wilson auction (1925), copies 
with plates being very rare, and the 
New Netherlands 54th catalogue. 
Both these give information un¬ 
known to Breton, though his well- 
known book on Canadian pre-deci¬ 
mal coins and tokens is itself quite 
comprehensive. 

Wood’s Irish and Rosa Americana 
Coinages: Philip Nelson’s old mono¬ 
graph, recently reprinted in paper¬ 
back by Spink’s, is of interest, but 
may be slightly confusing on the 
subject of proofs; there are also 
hundreds of minor die varieties, and 
a few major types, unknown to Nel¬ 
son. A definitive monograph by R. 
A. Vlack on the Wood’s Irish coins 
is in preparation. 

Eric P. Newman’s article on the 
“Black Doggs” or tin farthings or 
“1/24 Part Real” pieces in the July 
1955 “Numismatist” is very nearly 
the model of what an article on 
colonials should be: documentation 
conclusively establishing the origin 
and purpose of the coins is quoted 
in full, and all the known varieties 
are profusely described. The only 
things lacking: illustrations and 
some indication Of quantity mint, 
and rarity of the various varieties.

Thank you for your letter of 4th February. 

Search in the indexes to the Patent and Close Rolls, i n the Calendars of 
Treasury Books and of Treasury Papers and in the records of the Signet Office 
and Privy Seal Office has revealed no trace of any contract between the Earl 
of Bath, the Farmers of the tin coinage and the Lords of the Treasury of 
19 June 1688 or thereabouts. The only evidence we have found to suggest that a 
contract may have been drawn up about that date is a letter from the Treasury of 
18 June 1688 making an appointment for the proposed Farmers to see the King *n 
the following day, when their names were to be offered to the King for his 
acceptance [T.27/11, p.393]• 

We have, however, discovered among the records of the Signet Office a sign 
manual warrant of 30 July 1688 for the preparation of a bill for a commission 
under the Privy Seal to empower the Earl of Bath to treat with the Tinners of 
Cornwall in accordance with Instructions annexed [in S.0.8/20]. A copy of this 
warrant is also entered in the King's Warrants Book of the Treasury [T,52/13, 
pp.62-65]. A note of the issue of the Privy Seal Commission was entered in the 
Privy Seal Office Doc<juet Boofcl£n August 1 688 [lnd.6756, f.2l2vj. 

The latest Proposals prior to 18 June 1688 which we have been able to 
trace are dated 30 April 1688 [T.l/2, No.46] but there are later answers to 
specific queries arising from these Proposals, dated 31 May [T.l/2, No.48] and 
2 June [T.1/2, No.50], 

Other documents relating to the Farm which we have been able to trace are 
a Warrant to the Lord Warden and parliament of Tinners directing them to 
deliver their tin to the Farmers and a Letter to the Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries directing him to acquaint the Tinners with the names of the Farmers. 
Both are dated 30 July 1688 and are to be found in the Treasury, King's 
Warrant Book [T.52/13, pp.60-62].

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THE JAMES II 1/24TH REAL 
FOR THE AMERICAN PLANTATIONS* 

The identification of a new major variety of the James II i/24th 
real struck in 1688 for the British Dominions in America has created 
an ppportunity to restudy this unusual series and to revise and amend 
the author’s previous article on the subject. 1 The series is referred to 
as unusual because : (1) the coins are the first duly authorized mintage 
specifically for the British colonies in America; (2) the coins are the 
only issue in pure tin for American use; and (3) the coins constitute 
the only British mintage using a Spanish denomination. 

It is well known that by the latter part of the seventeenth century 
sterling exchange had already become a foreign exchange in trans¬ 
actions in the British colonies in America. Both in North America and 
the West Indies silver and gold coins struck in Spanish colonial 
mints were valued in the local money of account of each British colo¬ 
ny. Although each such money of account system was calculated in 
pounds, shillings, and pence, each fluctuated independently, un¬ 
related to English sterling and unrelated to each other. Efforts 
by England to place a maximum value in local American money of 
account on Spanish and other specie were unsuccessful and finally 
culrpinated in the 1704 Proclamation of Queen Anne followed by the 
1707 Act of Parliament (effective May 1, 1709), both of which regu¬ 
latory measures were virtually unheeded in the colonies. 

The American colonies, from their establishment, continually re¬ 
quested circulating coin with a reasonable intrinsic value. They were

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particularly short of small change, and, as evidenced by the Mas¬ 
sachusetts Bay silver threepence issues beginning in 1652 and the 
twopence issue dated 1662, small change had to have some realistic 
and acceptable value. 

Before being able to give consideration to small change for its cp- 
ionies, England had to solve its domestic small change problems. 
After royal copper coin had secured an acceptance in England the use 
of tin instead of copper for English minor coins was proposed in 1679 
and materialized when English halfpence and farthings were author¬ 
ized to be struck in tin on May 28, 1684. The purpose was threefold: 

(1) To satisfy the tin farmers (holders of the mineral rights) whose 
political power was used to force the Crown to help the tin industry; 

(2) To produce revenue for the Crown from franchise payments, 
coinage profits, and coinage duties; and (3) To prevent the extensive 
counterfeiting of current copper coin. The price of tin had fallen from 
12 pence per pound weight in 1676 to 8 pence by 1684 and coinage as 
a means of price support by the Crown was a solution. The cost of 
minting and distributing tin coin was approximately 4 pence per 
pound weight which, added to the cost of the tin, totaled 12 pence per 
pound weight. The private patents issued for standard minor coinage 
of tin under Charles II, James II and William and Mary provided for 
tin coins with a copper plug, the circulating value' of which was 
20 pence (finally 21 pence) per pound weight, so that the coin passed 
for about two and one-half times its intrinsic value as metal. This 
discrepancy in due course caused the cessation of the use of tin for 
English minor coinage by 1692 and a reversion to copper. 2 

The tin coinage under Charles II, 1660-1684(5), consisted only of 
farthings dated 1684 an d 1685 which averaged close to their legal 
weight of 87.5 grains. The coinage was authorized by warrant on the 
basis of 40% of the profit payable to the Crown and was terminable at 
the Crown’s discretion. James II, i 684(5)- i 688, continued this pro¬ 
cedure by granting a patent to Thomas Neale, James HoareySnd 
Charles Duncombe on the same basis and tin halfpence were produced 
dated from 1685 to 1687 ar »d farthings dated from 1684 to 1687. 3 
There are no farthings or halfpence dated 1688 so that tin coinage 
appears to have been discontinued in 1687. New problems as to tin 
mining and coinage had arisen. The price of tin in 1686 had fallen so 
low as to cause “the great decay of our stannaries” and because of 
urgent pleas of the tin mining interests the Crown by an order of 
August 16, 1687 “out of compassion of their ill circumstances” agreed 
that it would undertake to arrange to buy all tin produced in Cornwall

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and Devon at a price of $jL io sh. per hundred weight (7 pence 
per lb.) which was above the then current price. Devon tin farmers 
accepted the suggested price on December 14 and the Cornwall tin 
farmers agreed on December 19, 1687. 4 Long and tedious negotiations 
then ensued as to other details. A draft of the proposed Articles of 
Agreement was prepared in May, 1688 between the Commissioners of 
the Treasury and John Earle of Bathe, who was Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries and a cousin of James II. The proposed contract provides 
an eleven year commitment to buy all tin mined after June 24, 1688 
at the agreed price of 7 pence per pound from approved tin farmers. 
The contract included the sole privilege of coining “pence, halfe pence 
and farthings of Intrinsic value of Tynn throughout all his Majesty’s 
Dominions (free of all Customes & other Dutys whatsoever for such 
pence, halfpence & farthings as shall be bonafide coyned to pass (f)or 
may be exported only for ye purpose”. The Commissioners were to 
receive an annual rent of £ 16,000. 5 

The franchise to mint a distinct coinage for use in the colonies was 
therefore quite specific and was about to be granted for the first 
time. 6 Marginal notations on the draft raised two critical questions: 
(1) was there a limit on the amount to be coined annually, and (2) 
what was meant by intrinsic value ? 

Petitions of May 31 and June 2, 1688 proposed a limit of £ 10,000 
per year for three years, after which either the matter would be 
reconsidered for a renewal by the Crown or the tin interests could 
withdraw from their commitment to sell at the agreed price and be free 
to sell on the open market. 7 A personal appointment with James II 
was arranged for June 19, 1688 so that the King might accept particu¬ 
lar tin farmers as the proposed contract provided. 8 Apparently some 
contract was signed about that time although the text of the final 
form cannot be found in the British Public Records Office. The reason 
that some similar contract must have been completed is that there is 
a reference to it in a petition by the Earle of Bathe dated June 26,

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1688 beginning with the statement, “The Farmers of his Majesties 
Preemption and Coynage duty of Tyn with the sole Privilege of 
making Tyn-farthings, Pence and. Halfpence of Intrinsick value for 
all his Majesties Dominions . . .’’/The June 26, 1688 petition was a 
request that the Commissioners of the Treasury permit “the Engines, 
Presses, tools and Utensils belonging to his Majesty in Skinners Hall” 
which equipment was used “in making or vending the late Tyn 
farthings” (the royal farthings of James II) to be made available to 
Richard Holt who had been approved as one of the tin farmers to 
make tin coins for the dominions. 9 Since rent on Skinner’s Hall had 
been paid by the Crown up to the lease expiration on August 8, 1688, 
the tin farmers asked for the free privilege of using that site for 
coining for the balance of the term. They also agreed to return the 
equipment to the Crown after using it. 10 

The petition asked for the use of the equipment forthwith to make 
patterns to be submitted to the King for his approval. No patterns or 
coinage of any minor coinage under James II are known and thus it 
appears that the only patterns prepared under the contract were the 
i/24th real pieces for the plantations. These patterns were submitted 
for approval as to design as well as to intrinsic value in the following 
letter: 11 

Officers of the Mint 
Gentlemen 

By order of the Lord’s Commissioners of his Majesty’s Treasury I 
send you the enclosed letter from Mr. Holt on behalf of the Tynn 
ffarmers with a Modell of the New ffarthings intended to be Coyned. 
Their Lordships direct you to Certify them if you have any objection 
to what is therein desired. I am etc H. Guy 13th August 1688. 

London 27th July 1688 

My Lord 

The ffarthings which Wee intreat your Lordship to present for his 
Majesty’s approbacon is made after the rate of 10 d p t (10 pence 
per lb.) and 2dpi (2 pence per lb.) for the Coynage of them. The 
Inscription on the Revers, Vis: vail 24. part Riall Hispan. is because

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the said Coynes are intended to pass in his Majesty’s Plantacons it 
such parts of his Dominions where they only take Spanish money 
& value all coynes by that Measure, Soe that without that Inscrip¬ 
tion those people will not take them. 

And a Ryall being 6d Sterling in value it’s alsoe convenient for his 
Majesty’s Europian Dominions. And we entreat your Lordship to 
obtaine his Majesty’s approbacon soe as Wee may proceed on the 
Coynage of them pursuant to the Groat charge we have been at to 
procure the Modell. Your Lordship’s most humble servant, Richard 
Holt, for self and company. 

To introduce a tin coin into circulation in the American Dominions 
required substantial intrinsic value and for that reason the July 27, 
1688 letter indicates that the tin coins for the dominions would have 
a circulating value of 10 pence per pound weight which was twice the 
amount of tin as was contained in the English royal tin coinage having 
an equal circulating value. The “groat charge” of 4 pence per pound 
weight for coining was therefore twice the cost of making the same 
circulating value in tin coin of the earlier issues under James II. The 
fear of the rejection of tin coinage in the dominions was a matter of 
concern to the coiners as they stated in the July 27, 1688 letter that 
the coins would be rejected if a Spanish denomination was not desig¬ 
nated on the coin. The value of i/24th of a real in Spanish exchange 
was about equal to one farthing in sterling exchange. Thus forty 
pieces of the i/24th real would circulate for 10/S pence sterling and 
would have only 7 pence in intrinsic value of tin because they would 
weigh one pound. With normal coinage and distribution costs the 
planned intrinsic value was reasonable. Unfortunately, none of the 
1/24th real pieces weighed 40 to the pound weight or 175 grains each 
as stated. They only weighed 135 grains each on the average making 
them have an actual tin value of less than 5 \ pence per pound weight 
and were intended to circulate for 1-2/3 reales (10 pence sterling) per 
pound weight. 

The word “plantacons” could only mean American dominions be¬ 
cause no other plantations used Spanish money. Plantations in Ameri¬ 
ca meant Newfoundland, the colonies on the North American conti- 
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nent, and the West Indies. If the “plantacons” were only the colonies 
of the West Indies then it would have been pointed out that coins 
bearing a Spanish denomination could be conveniently used on the 
North American continent in the same manner as their possible use in 
the English dominions in Europe was mentioned. 

The diameter as well as the weight of these plantation i/24th real 
(one farthing) pieces were equivalent to the Royal tin halfpence which 
were in circulation in England. The plantation issue would therefore 
have been very disruptive of tin circulation in England by virtue of 
having twice the tin weight of the farthing in England and being of 
the same diameter as the halfpence. Even if sent to America some 
were bound to come back to England. It is therefore somewhat 
doubtful whether the circulation of the Plantation farthings was for¬ 
mally approved as no record to that effect has been found. It is also 
possible that even if approval had been obtained the few remaining 
months of the reign of James II had elapsed before distribution in 
America had been planned or carried out. Even though many pieces 
were struck in anticipation of formal approval and actual distribution 
it is unsound to conclude that any reached America until evidence of 
their circulation in the American plantations is found. 

The tin interests did not seem satisfied with their contract and on 
July 30, 1688 James II authorized the Earle of Bathe to work out 
further agreements with the tin farmers to buy all of the tin which 
they could produce at 7 pence per pound weight, to pay 6 days after 
delivery, to waive the Crown’s coinage duty of 4 shillings per hundred 
weight, to permit four free coinages yearly at coinage towns and to 
lend money on a short term basis for the mining operations. 12 These 
coinages never took place so we can reasonably assume that the 
political troubles of James II, culminating in his flight from England 
on December 23, 1688, ended all further negotiations relating to tin 
coinage during his reign. Thereafter the control of coinage and the 
Mint passed from the Crown to the ministers and Parliament. 13 
Those i/24th real pieces which had been minted were left without 
anyone to support their circulation after the change in government. 
Noel Ivor Hume, prior to becoming the present archaeologist at 
Colonial Williamsburg, found three Plantation i/24th real pieces in 
London in the mud on the bank of the Thames river, but no other 
archaeological evidence of finding coins of this issue has been re¬ 
ported.

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THE AMERICAN ATTITUDE TOWARD TIN COINS 

In 1690 a shipment of royal tin farthings and halfpence and some 
copper halfpence was sent to the Leeward Islands for payment of 
salaries of an English regiment. The governor, on July 13, 1691 
pointed out that the coins could not be used for trade at English 
values and would, contrary to English policy, have to be deflated by 
one-third in order to circulate. 14 This indicates that the i/24th real 
would have circulated well in those islands. 

Thomas Neale who was master of the Mint and a promoter of specu¬ 
lative enterprises suggested on January 19, 1691 that New England 
might “be supplyed with Pence, Halfe Pence, & farthing of Tinn, 
from England, to their Majesties Advantage!’,but nothing came 
of it. 

In 1698 the reaction of the American colonists to a threat of lead 
and pewter coinage being circulated in quantity was demonstrated by 
a protest of fifty-three merchants in Philadelphia in the following 
manner: 18 

To the Generali Assembly now Sitting the petition of Sundry the 
Inhabitants of this province most humbly Sheweth. 

WHEREAS your petition’s being Inhabitants of this province and 
being given to understand that there is great Quantities of Leaden 
and pewter farthings & half pence whereby your petition’s are likely 
to be mutch Damaged by Reason such great Quantity’s are Liable to 
be Crowded upon us. 

Now these are to Protest & humbly Interest that you would be 
pleased to make an act of AssemblyThat all such farthings & half 
pence that are made of Lead & pewter may be wholly suppresed & 
Cryed Down and only those of Copper which are the Kings Coyn may 
pass the farthings for two a penny & the half pence for a penny . . . 
Philadelphia the twenty first of the third month 1698.

CHEMICAL COMPOSITION 






In order to verify why the plantation i/24th real is often found so 
deteriorated a modern chemical analysis has been made. Its compo¬ 
sition showed 97.46% of tin and .015% of antimony with the balance 
being non-metallic. 17 The non-metallic elements are natural impurities 
such as clay and ash from mining and smelting. Since no other metal 
was mixed with the tin and the amount of antimony is insignificant 
the pieces are not properly referred to as pewter which the writer and 
others have done in the past. The deterioration which sometimes takes 
place on the surface of the coins is therefore a natural change in the 
allotropic form of tin, caused by a breakdown in its crystalline struc¬ 
ture. This change is stimulated by exposure to winter temperatures- 
and the surfaces of many specimens of the i/24th real are defaced in 
isolated areas by this deterioration. The effect of such deterioration is 
illustrated in obverses 6 and 7 bft^e-a^ompanying-platy 

The specific gravity of the coins ranges from 6.4 to 7.3. In some 
cases the changes in the crystalline structure of the tin has increased 
the volume of the coin and thus lowered its specific gravity.

A NEW MAJOR DIE VARIETY 


Casfa/oJ 
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A newly identified major variety (Reverse G) of the i/24th real has 
the unusual distinction of having the Irish harp and the Scottish lion 
transposed. The four coats of arms on the reverse of all other varieties 
maintain the following order in a clockwise direction: England, 
Scotland, France and Ireland. This normal order is in accordance 
with the title of James II in the obverse legend. To find Ireland in 
second position on the new variety, displacing Scotland, might humor¬ 
ously be construed as an Irish revolt from being placed in last po¬ 
sition, but it is merely a diemaker’s error. The punch for each coat of 
arms was separately used in cutting the die and thus the transposition 
of the coats of arms is a similar mistake to the “sidewise 4’’ on reverse 
C. The HB for HIB on Obverse 1 was hot an unintentional error as 
the diemaker, when punching in the legend, did not have enough 
space remaining. 18 

The new reverse G was first located in the British Museum cabinet 
and has since been located only in a very few collections. 

A comprehensive revision of data on all known die varieties has 
been prepared now that collectors have had the opportunity of 
checking their pieces against the 1955 listing. Seven obverses and 
seven reverses are now noted in nine combinations. The obverses are 
generally similar, the only major variation being the spelling of the 
legend with HB instead of HIB. The reverses show 5, 6, 7, 8 and n 
strings in the harp; and either large or small fleurs-de-lis are found in 
the French coat of arms. The die cutting errors in Reverse C- and G 
have been noted. The edge of all pieces contains a band of about 90 
raised dots milled onto the planchet with a Casting machine before 
striking. Since illustrations of the die varieties have not heretofore 
been published a plate has been included showing such varieties and 
their combinations. The following descriptive table of die varieties 
showing their combinations has been revised to accompany the plate:

RESTRIKES 

The dies for the i/24th real were apparently cut by John Roettier, 
who with other members of his family, although originally from 
Flanders, devoted most of their lives to engraving for the Royal 
English Mint. 19 Customarily, coinage dies were the property and re¬ 
sponsibility of the die sinker. In the course of political difficulties all 
of the Roettier dies and punches were seized by the Crown on March 
27, 1697, but soon thereafter returned. 20 Over a century later the 
Roettier descendants decided to sell the dies and Matthew Young, 
an English coin dealer, acquired them in 1828. Young thereupon sold 
many of the coin dies to the British Museum in that year 21 and the 
dies for medals in the following year. He retained the i/24th real dies 
and the edging dies and undertook to make restrikes from these dies 
shortly thereafter. 22 

Although Philip Nelson stated that the restrikes could be easily 
distinguished from the originals by the “suspicious quality of the 
metal” the passage of time has made it much more difficult.

The surface of the field of the tin restrikes is very smooth whereas 
the originals have a granulated surface and often show signs of tin 
pest. The restrikes retain a uniform bright appearance (possibly be¬ 
cause of the tin being purer) whereas the originals have turned grey 
in some parts or throughout. American sales catalogues were dis¬ 
tinguishing restrikes from originals by 1864. 23 At least three-fourths 
of all i/24th real pieces in collections are restrikes of combination 
5 -E. 


PRIOR NUMISMATIC COMMENT 

Because of the complexity in the determination of the background 
of the 1/24th real a brief review of previous articles seems desirable. 24 

The Plantation i/24th real, designated as a farthing by its coiners," 
was first described numismatically in 1726 as “the Plantation Half- 
Penny by Stephen Martin Leake. This error in the denominational 
value is logical because the coin was the size of a royal English tin 
halfpence. The error was continued by Burgess in 1913 and Sigler in 
J 944 - The coin was first illustrated as “K. James’s Small Money for 
the Plantations” in 1746 in the Pembroke Plates and described as 
pewter with a copper cross inserted 1 ”', jThe small copper cross embel¬ 
lishment on each side of the coin was one of the many frauds perpe¬ 
trated upon the Earl of Pembroke in his eagerness to acquire unusual

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items for his collection. 25 No copper plug of any kind is found on any 
i /24th real piece, such plugs being confined to the royal English tin 
coinage. The reference to pewter composition was a mistake which 
Burgess, Sigler, and this author followed. 

Snelling in 1769 properly described the pieces as "coins of the 
plantations” and Humphreys in 1854, Dickeson in 1859, and Atkins 
in 1889, justifiably enlarged this to “American plantations”. Prime 
in 1861 and Crosby in 1875 eliminated the coin as an early American 
piece, but that opinion was based upon lack of evidence rather than 
negative evidence. Burgess in 19x3 said that the coin was minted 
specially for Virginia and Henry Chapman went along with that 
thought. 26 The fact that a Spanish denomination was used did not 
deter numismatists from assigning the piece to Florida, even though 
Florida was not even English at the time. While Crosby, Chalmers, 
and others refute the Florida allocation Raymond and Yeomans in all 
of their editions list it under Florida, but Raymond after 1945 points 
out that a better view is to assign it to American Plantations in 
general. J. J. Mickley was alleged to have "thought it was coined for 
William Penn”. 27 Walter Breen, in graciously mentioning the author’s 
1955,on the coins, indicated that they were known as "Black Doggs y V? 8 
While the royal English tin coinage or the 1 /24th real or a host of 

other coins siroulntmg jrn Ameri ca/ -anight haCFBeen known as such'_ 

there is as yet no evidence to support the i/24th real being so re¬ 
ferred to. 

The various expressions of opinion as to the i/24th real, right or 
wrong, demonstrated the need for securing valid numismatic proof. 
With the ■ documentary and other evidence presented in the 1953 
article and herein it seems clear that the James II 1/24 real was struck 
in 1688 for general use in the British Plantations in America as a 
whole and because Spanish money circulated there, its denomination 
was in Spanish money which had a sterling equivalent of one farthing.

THE JAMES II 1/2UTH REAL FOR THE AMERICAN PLANTATIONS

The identification of a new major variety of the James 

II l/2Uth real struck in 1688 for the British Dominions in America 

has created an opportunity to restudy this unusual series and to 

( 1 ) 

revise and amend the author's previous article on the subject. 

The series is referred to as unusual because (l) the coins are 

the first duly authorized mintage specifically for thejBritish 

colonies in America; (2) the coins are the only issue in pure 

tin for American use; and. (3) the coins constitute the only 
mintage 

British xss&b using a Spanish denomination. 

It is well known that by the latter part of the seven¬ 
teenth century sterling exchange had already become a foreign 

exchange in transactions in the British colonies in America. Both 

coin3 

in North America and the West Indies silver and gold/struck in 

we re 

Spanish colonial mints vmm valued in the local money of account 
of each British colony. Although each such money of account system 
was calculated in pounds, shillings, and pence, each fluctuated 
independently, unrelated to English sterling and unrelated to each 
other. Efforts by England to place a maximum value in local American 
money of account on Spanish and other specie were unsuccessful and 
finally culminated in the 170U Proclamation of Queen Anne followed 
by the 1707 Act of Parliamentffective May 1, 1709)jboth of which 
regulatory measures were virtually unheeded in the colonies. 



The American colonies, from their establishment, con- 




tinually requested circulating coin with a reasonable intrinsic value. 

They were particularly short of small change, and^as evidenced by 

the Massachusetts Bay silver threepence issues beginning in 1652 
the 

and/twopence issue dated 1662 , small change had to have some real¬ 
istic and acceptable value. 

Before being able to give consideration to small change 

for its colonies, England had to solve its domestic small change 

problems. After royal copper coin had secured an acceptance in 

England the use of tin instead of copper for English minor coins 

was proposed in 1679 and materialized when English halfpence and 

farthings were authorized on May 28, 168U to be struck in tin. 

holders 

The purpose was threefold: (l) To satisfy the tin farmers (*krbxx 
of the mineral rights) whose political power was used to force 
the Crown to help the tin industry; (2) To produce revenue for 
the Crown from franchise payments, coinage profits, and coinage 
duties; and (3) To prevent the extensive counterfeiting of current 
copper coin. The price of tin had fallen from 12 pence per pound 
weight in 1676 to 8 pence by I 68 I 4 . and coinage as a means of price 
support by the Crown was a solution. The cost of minting and 
distributing tin coin was approximately U pence per pound weight 
which, added to the cost of the tin, totaled 12 pence per pound, 
weight. The private patents issued for standard minor coinage

of tin under Charles II, James II and William and Mar^rovided for 
tin coins with a copper plug, the circulating value of which was 
20 pence (finally 21 pence) per pound weight, so that the coin 
passed for about times its intrinsic value as metal. This dis¬ 
crepancy in due course caused the cessation of the use of tin for

English minor coinage by 3SHK and z.-mamm**** to copper. 

The tin coinage under Charles II, 1660-168UC5), con¬ 
sisted only of farthings dated 168U and 1685 which averaged, close 
to their legal weight of 87.5 grains. The coinage was authorized 
by warrant on the basis of h0% of the profit payable to the Crown 
and was terminable at the Crown’s discretion. James II, 1681*(5)- 
1688, continued this procedure by granting a patent to Thomas 
Neale, James Hoare, and Charles Duncombe on the same basis and 

tin halfpence were produced dated from 1685 to 1687 and farthings

dated 1688 so that/coinage appears to have been in 1687. 

New problems as to tin mining and coinage had arisen. The price 
of tin in 1686 had fallen so low as to cause "the great decay of 
our stannaries" and because of urgent pleas of the tin mining 
interests the Crown by an orde r of August 16, 1687 "out of com¬ 
passion of their ill circumstances" agreed that it would under¬

then ensued as to other details. A draft of the proposed Articles 
of Agreement was prepared in May, 1688 between the Commissioners 
of the Treasury and John Earle of Bathe, who was Lord Warden of the 
Stannaries and a cousin of James II. The proposed contract provides 
an eleven year commitment to buy all tin rained after June 2U, 1688 
at the agreed price of 7 pence per pound from approved tin farmers. 
The contract included the sole privilege of coining "pence, halfe 
pence and farthings of Intrinsic value of Tynn throughout all 
his Majesty's Dominions (free of all Customes & other Dutys what¬ 
soever for such pence, l/2 pence & farthings as shall be bonafide 
coyned to pass (f)or may be exported only for ye purpose". The

Commissioners were to receive an annual rent of £16,000. 

The franchise to mint a distinct coinage for use in the 

colonies was therefore quite specific and was about to be granted 

(6) 

for the first time. Marginal notations on the draft raised 

two critical questions - (l) was there a limit on the amount to 
be coined annually, and (2) what was meant by intrinsic value? 
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Petitions of May 31 and June 2, 1688 proposed a limit 

of f10,000 per year for three years ; after which either the matter 

would be reconsidered for a renewal by the Crown or the tin 

interests could withdraw from their commitment to sell at the 

(7) 

agreed price and be free to sell on the open market* A per¬ 

sonal appointment with James II was arranged for June 19, 1688 so 

that the King might accept particular tin farmers as the proposed 

( 8 ) 

contract provided. Apparently some contract was signed about 

that time although the text of the final form cannot be found 
in the British Public Records Office. The reason that some similar 
contract must have been completed is that there is a reference 
to it in a petition by the Earle of Bathe dated June 26, 1688 
beginning with the statement, "The Farmers of his Majesties 
Preemption and Coynage duty of Tyn with the sole Privilege of 
making Tyn-farthings, Pence and Halfpence of Intrinsick value 
for all his Majesties Dominions * * *". The June 26, 1688 petition 
was a request that the Commissioners of the Treasury permit "the 
Engines, Presses, tools and. Utensils belonging to his Majesty 

in Skinners Hall 1 * which equipment was used "in making or vending 

xoc to 

the late Tyn farthings" (the royal farthings of James II)/be made 

available to Richard Holt who had been approved as one of the tin

farmers to make tin coins for the dominions* Since rent on 
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Skinner’s Hall had been paid by the Crown up to the lease ex¬ 
piration on August 8, 1688, the tin farmers asked for the free 
privilege of using that site for coining for the balance of the 

term. They also agreed to return the equipment to the Crown after

The petition asked for the use of the equipment forth¬ 
with to make patterns to be submitted to the King for his approval. 
No patterns or coinage of any minor coinage under James II are 


known and thus it appears that the only patterns prepared under 


the contract were the l/2Uth real pieces for the plantations.

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To introduce a tin coin into circulation in the/American 

Dominions required substantial intrinsic value and for that reason 

the July 27, 1688 letter indicates that the tin coins for the 

dominions would have a circulating value of 10 pence per pound 

weight which was twice the amount of tin as was contained in the 

English royal tin coinage having an equal circulating value. The 

"groat charge" of U pence per pound weight for coining was there¬ 
in 

fore twice the cost of making the same circulating value M tin 

of 

coin ife the earlier issues under James II. The fear of the re¬ 
jection of tin coinage in the dominions was a matter of concern 
to the coiners as they stated in the July 27, 1688 letter that 

the coins would be rejected if a Spanish denomination was not 

of a 

designated on the coin. The value of l/2Uth/real in Spanish ex¬ 
change was about equal to one farthing in sterling exchange. Thus 
forty pieces of the l/2Uth real would circulate for 10 pence ster¬ 
ling and would have only 7 pence in intrinsic value of tin because 
they would weigh one pound. With normal coinage and distribution 
costs the planned intrinsic value was reasonable. Unfortunately, 
none of the l/2Uth real pieces weighed UO to the pound weight or 
175 grains each as stated. They only weighed 135 grains each on 
the average making them have an actual tin value of less than 
pence per pound weight and were intended to circulate for 1-2/3 
reales (10 pence sterling) per pound weight. 
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The word "plantations" could only mean American domin¬ 
ions because no other plantations used Spanish money. Plantations 
in America meant Newfoundland, the colonies on the North American 
continent, and the West Indies. If the "plantacons" were only 
the colonies of the West Indies then it would have been pointed 
out that coins bearing a Spanish denomination could be conven¬ 
iently used on the North American continent in the same manner 
as their possible use in the English dominions in Europe was 
mentioned. 

The diameter as well as the weight of these plantation 

were 

l/2hth real (one farthing) pieces wax equivalent to the Royal 
tin halfpence which were in circulation in England. The plan¬ 
tation issue would therefore have been very disruptive of tin 

circulation in England by virtue of having twice the tin weight 

as the halfpence. 

of the farthing in England and being of the same diameter/. Even 

if sent to America some were bound to come back to England. It 

whether 

is therefore somewhat doubtful kf the circulation of the Plan¬ 
tation farthings was formally approved as no record to that effect 

has been found. It is also possible that even if approval 

had been obtained the few remaining months of the reign of James II 
had elapsed before distribution in America had been planned or carried 
out. Even though many pieces were struck in anticipation of formal 
approval and actual distribution it is unsound to conclude that

Noel Ivor Hume, prior 
to becoming the present archaeologist at Colonial Williamsburg, 
found three Plantation l/2i*th real pieces in London in the mud 
on the bank of the Thames river, but no other archaeological 
evidence of finding coins of this issue has been reported. 
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The American Attitude Toward Tin Coins 
In 1690 a shipment of royal tin farthings and half¬ 
pence and some copper halfpence was sent to the Leeward Islands 
for payment of salaries of an English regiment. The governor, on July 
13, 1691 pointed out that the coins could not be used for trade 

at English values and would, contrary to English policy, have

to be deflated by one-third in order to circulate. This 

indicates that the l/2bth real would have circulated well in those 
islands. 


Thomas Neale who was master of the Mint and a promoter 
of speculative enterprises suggested on January 19, 1691 that N ew

In 1698 th« reaction of the American colonists to a

Chemical Composition 


In order to verify why the plantation l/2hth real is 

often found so deteriorated a modern chemical analysis has been 
made. Its composition showed 97. U6% of tin and .015# of antimony 

(17) 

with the balance being non-metallic. The non-metallic ele¬ 

ments are natural impurities such as clay and ash from mining 
and smelting. Since no other metal was mixed with the tin and 
the amount of antimony is insignificant the pieces are not properly 
referred to as pewter which the writer and others have done in 
the past. The deterioration which sometimes takes place on the 
surface of the coins is therefore a natural change in the allotropic 
form of tin, caused by a breakdown in its crystalline structure. 

This change is stimulated by exposure to winter temperatures 

and the surfaces of many specimens of the l/2bth real are defaced 
isolated 

in areas by this deterioration. The effect of such de¬ 

terioration is illustrated in obverses 6 and 7 axxTxaifcixsijxafcJS** 
tlr 9 r^&xtaxalsv:«xa:«:x# on the accompanying plate. 

The specific gravity of the coins ranges from 6.U to 
7 .3. In some cases the changes in the crystalline structure of 
the tin has increased the volume of the coin and thus lowered its 
specific gravity. 
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A New Major Die Variety 


A newly identified major variety (Reverse G) of the 

l/2Uth real has the unusual distinction of having the Irish harp 

and the Scottish lion transposed. The four coats of arms on the 

reverse of all other varieties maintain the following order in a 

clockwise direction! England, Scotland, France and Ireland. This 

normal order is in accordance with the title of James II in the 

obverse legend. To find Ireland in second position on the new 

variety^displacing Scotland } might k* humorously be construed as an 

last 

Irish revolt from being placed in fckai position, but it is merely 

a diemaker's error. The punch for each coat of arms was separately 

used in cutting the die and thus the transposition of the coats 

of arms is a similar mistake to the "sidewise h n on reverse C. 

The HB for HIB on Obverse 1 was not an unintentional error as 

the diemaker, when punching in the legend, did not have enough

space remaining. 

The new reverse G was first located in the British 
cabinet 

Museum sslXsc&L&x and has since been located only in a very few 
collections. 
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A comprehensive revision of data on all known die 




varieties has been prepared now that collectors have had the 
opportunity of checking their pieces against the 1955 listing. 
Seven obverses and seven reverses are now noted in nine combin¬ 
ations. The obverses are generally similar, the only major 
variation being the spelling of the legend with HB instead of 
HIB. The reverses show 5, 6, 7, 8 and 11 strings in the harp; 
and either large or small fleurs-de-lis are found in the French 
coat of arms. The die cutting errors in Reverse C and G have 
been noted. The edge of all pieces contains a band of about 
90 raised dots milled onto the planchet with a Castaing machine 
before striking. Since illustrations of the die varieties have 
not heretofore been published a plate has been included showing 
such varieties and their combinations. The following descriptive 
table of die varieties showing their combinations has been re¬ 
vised to accompany the plate:

The dies for the l/2lith real were apparently cut by 
Roettier 

John HsXtx who with other members of his family, although 

from Flatiders, 

originally SxKineia^ devoted most of their lives to engraving for

Prior Numismatic Comment

The Planatation l/2l*th real, designated as a farthing 
by its coiners, was first described numismatically in 1726 as "the 
Plantation Half-Penny" by Stephen Martin Leake. This error in the 
denominational value is logical because the coin was the size 
of a royal English tin halfpence. The error was continued by 
Burgess in 1913 and Sigler in 19l*l*. The coin was first illustrated 
as "K. James’s Small Money for the Plantations" in 171*6 in the 
Pembroke Plates and described as "pewter with a copper cross 
inserted". The small copper cross embellishment on each side of 
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the coin was one of the many frauds perpetrated upon the Earl of 


Pembroke in his eagerness to acquire unusual items for his col- 

(25) 

lection. No copper plug of any kind is found on any l/2Uth 

real piece, such plugs being confined to the royal English tin 

coinage. The reference to pewter composition was a mistake which 

Burgess, Sigler, and this author followed. 

Snelling in 1769 properly described the pieces as ’’coins 

of the plantations" and Humphreys in 185U, Dickeson in 1859, and 
justifiably 

Atkins in 1889,/enlarged this to "American plantations". Prime 
in 1861 and C r0 sby in 1875 eliminated the coin as an early American 
piece, but that opinion was based upon lack of evidence rather than 
negative evidence. Burgess in 1913 said that the coin was minted 

specially for Virginia and Henry Chapman went along with that

thought. The fact that a Spanish denomination was used did 

not deter numismatists from assigning the piece to Florida, even 

though Florida was not even English at the time. While Crosby, 

Chalmers, and others refute the Florida allocation Raymond and 

Yeomans in all of their editions list it under Florida, but Raymond 

after 19U5 points out that a better view is to assign it to 

American Plantations in general.

is as yet no evidence to support the l/2l*th real being so re¬ 
ferred to. 

The various expressions of opinion as to the l/2Uth 
real, right or wrong, demonstrated the need for securing valid 
numismatic proof. With the documentary and other evidence pre¬ 
sented in the 1955 article and herein it seems clear that the 
James II l/2lj. real was struck in 1688 for general use in the 
British Plantations in America as a whole and because Spanish 
money circulated there its ^xiucxan

In Massachusetts Bay Colony on February 21, 1700 
an act was passed against the coining or passing of base 
or counterfeit money due to the fact that "some persons for 
private gain have of late presumed to stamp and emit peices 
of brass and tin at the rate of one penny each* not regarding 
what loss they thereby bring on others,***". The tin pieces 
referred to have not been identified,although Crosby suggests 
the remote possibility that the reference might have been to 
the "New Yorke" token. The Act,however, does not reflect a 
specific attitude toward the circulation of tin coinage, but 
indicated a general opposition to the issuance of private token 
money coined in any metal.

This coin, which is undated and has a beaded milling around the legend and 
around the edge, is made of pewter.

In .m examination of the works of English commentators, some disappointment 
is encountered as many of them seem to shrug their shoulders when they reach the 
remn of James II and pass hurriedly on to more fertile fields. For example, H. Noel 
Humphreys states that little copper money appeared during this reign; that the half¬ 
pennies and farthings are of tin with a copper plug, and that the reverses are the same 
as those o James II’s predecessor hut not so well executed. Charles Oman says: 

Iheia is little of numismatic interest in the short reign of this ill-advised and ill- 
natuied monarch. He copied exactly all denominations of his elder brother, with a 
mere change of the portrait and title.” 

A further examination of the English authorities, however, reveals the following: 18 

Chalmers “It may here be stated that the only Imperial step which would 
appear to have been taken before the revolution of 1688 to meet the difficulties attend¬ 
ing currency in the colonies was the striking of an interesting coin in tin in the 
reign of James II. This bears the legend 'Val 1/24 Part. Real-Hispan,’ and had no 
central plug of copper, but was mainly identical with tin farthings issued under Patent 
from Charles II, and bis successor by Thomas Neale and others, who coined 20d. from 
a pound of tin, and paid 40% profit to their Majesties. There seems no ground for 
the view which assigns this coin to Florida.’’

It recognises a Spanish cur¬ 
rency as generally prevalent in the American Plantations, and offers the means of small 
change in terms of the Spanish mint.” 

Humphreys —[In a later publication than that previously cited] “In the reign 
of James II, a tin piece was issued for the American Plantations, where the Spanish 
doliar chiefly circulated, with its parts, reals and half-reals. The English coin was in¬ 
tended to pass as twenty-four to the real . . 

Burgess—“The 'Plantation' pewter half-pennies of James II were struck especially 
for use in Virginia.” No authority, however, is given for this statement, and none 
of the other writers mention Virginia in connection with this coin. 

Del Mar—“Worse still were the tin coins struck for the American plantations 
by James II, 1685-88, of which 192 were ordered to pass for a Spanish peso, or 24 to 
the real de plata.” 

It has been necessary to go to considerable length in the citation of authorities 
inasmuch as the conclusion about to be reached is contrary to the view expressed by 
Crosby. In deference to his vast knowledge of this subject one might hesitate to point 
to an error in his work, but many of the above quotations are from books written 
subsequent to his, and considering the extensive field covered in his book, it is sur¬ 
prising to find so few errors. 

On reliable authority, therefore, it may be said that the Plantation Halfpenny 
was issued for the American colonies and that it had no especial relation to either 
Florida or Virginia. This coin, the first authorized English money coined especially 
for general circulation in the colonies, proved that an English sovereign recgonized 
the prevalence of Spanish currency in the American plantations to the extent of adopt¬ 
ing a Spanish denomination. As will be shown later, the silver coinage of the Boston 
Mint antedates the James II piece and had the implied, but not the express, sanction 
of the Crown. 

THE ELEPHANT TOKENS 

The three tokens hereafter described made their appearance in 1694 during the 
reign of William and Mary, and each bears a likeness of an elephant on the obverse. 
Because of the elephant's size, strength, and usefulness to mankind, it has been por¬ 
trayed on coins and gems in many countries since ancient times. The purpose for which 



these pieces were struck is unknown, but the better view appears to be that they are 
tokens since they were apparently struck in London as a private speculation, and did 
not have extensive circulation as money. 

The Carolina Token has on the obverse an elephant, standing, facing left, and 
on the reverse the inscription GOD : PRESERVE : CAROLINA : AND THE : 
LORDS : PROPRIETORS . 1694. On one reverse die the word “proprietors^’ is 
spelled PROPRIETERS, and the tokens issuing from this die are extremely rare. Being 
struck on’copper planchets of varying thickness, the tokens weigh from 130 to 162 
grains and are from size 17 to I 8 J/ 2 -

ADBUMTI( Bishop of ) Thi3 spelling occurs not only in the present Dutch book of 1689, 

but also elsewhere,even as late as 1732(2nd edn of Salmon's"Chronological Historian^so 

that perhaps it arose from a printed English source of 1688;there,it was probably a 

phonetic rendering of the title "Episcopus Adrumeti",the latter pronounced,let U3 say, 

as "Adrunmetti"(fiAdrura'ti"with a very fleeting "e").The correct form is"Adrumetum"in 

the nominative,being t°ken from the name of a Roman colonial settlement in Syris^The 

bearer of this title in 1688 was John Leyburn,D.D.(1620-1702)who on 9th Sept. ,1688 was 

consecrated under that title in Rome,arriving in London earjiy in October,1688. Maoauley, 

not a person given to praise of papal ecclesiastics,says of him in his "English History" 

"...he seems to have behaved on all occasions like a wise *nd honest man. "After the 

acoession of William and Mary,Leyburn remained liable to be summoned before the Council

Archbishop Makarios of Cyprus endowed^with political powers otherwise difficult to under¬ 
stand in Europe; the Moslem overlords when formerly in power had not much cared what the 
head of each"nation"did so long as taxes were paid and the non-Moslems"knew their place." 
The diocese of the Anglioan bishop of Trebizond would have comprehended the area between 
western India and Eastern Europe. 

ST JAMES' CHAPEL Built by James II,consecrated M- ro h 1687,and completed the following

Remarks on the Dutch chronicler 

Due to his utter dependence on written or oral-details slanted according to the incli¬ 
nation or simply the power of memory of his informants,many of the facts given by him 

• f * . . ' « O 

need careful investigation. In the passage translated earlier oonpern^ng' the .baptism 

of the young Prince,he gives the impression that the coinage struck shortly afterwards 
at the King's orders has something to do with the celebration,and it was probably this 
which caused the editor to put the marginal note by the side of this passage to the 
ef:ect that the engraving was that of a medal o f the Prince of Wales;but,as we have 
seen earlier,the same mistake also occurs in the chapter-heading and also in the index. 
This repetition is due of course to the technical make-up of a book,although arising ^ 
from a? misreading of the chronicler's words. In my first translation I omitted, five 
words,because it did not at first strike me that we must separate the functions of 
author and compositor.Counting nine lines downwards in the larger text on p.235,we come 
to the word3"En kort hier na..." Translating the passage from here and inserting the 
five words omitted,it will run:"And shortly afterwards money was struck at the King's 
orders and issued to the populace,BUT WA3 ACCEPTED VERY SLUGGISHLY,being of the very 
same minting as this,aooompanying,shows." I don't despair of discovering the date of 
issue;and possibly the five words °dded to the text may be those of someone who really 
knew what happened when they first appeared in trade.

Dear Mike: 

As we discussed, enclosed is the Holt Plantation token which 
Tom Rinaldo and I feel may represent a new obverse variety that is 
matched with the F reverse. 

The obverse looks somewhat like an N.6 obverse. However, the 
II of "James II" is not equal to the base of the adjacent "D" as it 
should be on the Obverse 6. Additionally, the G of "MAG" is higher 
than the A. The 0 is higher than the C and B as in Obverse 3. 

I have compared the enclosed specimen with the obverse of 
Roper, Lot 71. The G looks like a different punch then that used 
on the G of other plantation tokens. The figure of James has a 
leaner, more narrow look as does the horsed neck. There is a cud 
of some sort connecting the head of James with the B. 

This coin weighs in at 139.5 grains and it is 27.5 mm. Tom 
and I jointly own the coin and both of us are curious as to your 
findings.

Thanks for sending the Plantation token, which I’ve returned herewith. 

I agree with you and Tom, the reverse is definitely Newman’s F. As for the 
obverse, I think it’s Newman’s 7: James’ head placed between G and B, slightly 
closer to G, die break joins top of laurel wreath to B, first I in II high, hoof 
ends near center of X. 

Obverse 7 was not in Newman’s July, 1955 Numismatist article. My notes on this 
token are incomplete and I don't have a copy of Newman’s 1964 ANS article. Did 
he list obverse 7 then? I knew of it in 1988, so it must have been published by 
someone before then. 

Newman 7-F looks rarer than most of the other combinations (except the 1-A, 2- 
G, 3-C, and 6-C types, of course). I grade yours overall VF and have returned 
it insured for $400.

Enclosed is a Holt Plantation token for your review as well as 
a check for return postage and insurance. 

I had previously forwarded this coin to Mike Hodder for his 
examination. Enclosed is a copy of my letter to him and his 
response. I respectfully do not agree with Mike's determination 
that the coin is an N.7F. 

I do agree with Michael's assessment of the grade of the coin 
and I do agree that the reverse is Reverse F. 

As to the obverse, there is no period after "X". The first 
"I" in Roman Numeral II is not higher than the second "I". 
Additionally, the "0" is higher than the "C" in "Jacobus". The "E" 
is even with the "X" in "Rex". The "G" is higher than the "A" in 
"MAG". These characteristics are not found with Obverse 7. It is 
my opinion that the enclosed coin represents a new obverse variety 
for the Holt Plantation token. 

I would very much appreciate your assessment of this coin.

Dear Mr. Scarinci: 

I am pleased to check your plantation farthing as requested 
in your letter of November 23, 1992 (postmarked November 30, 1992). 

Unfortunately Mike Hodder did not have ANS Museum Notes XI 
which illustrates both obverse 6 and 7. The base of G of your coin 
is much higher than the base of the adjacent A as you note. G is 
far away from the top of the head. I find your piece to be obverse 
6. The edge is lovely. The difficulty with determining die 
varieties of these coins is that tin splotches are sometimes in 
strikings and also the design or letters are sometimes weak or 
missing in higher parts. It was very difficult for me to do this 
classification even when my eyes were better, as many pieces 
examined were in poor shape with damage, wear, tin pest and poor 
striking. Your observations are understood and I hope you agree 
with me. 

There is another variety now known, namely 8-C. 

Please do me a favor. Have your piece well pictured 
(preferably 1 for 1) so I have a much better illustration of it for 
my files. The piece I used for my picture caused your dilemma. 

I hope I have been helpful. Your piece is returned herewith.
